By roference to the catalogue of 1881-2 it will be seen that the 
number of students in attendance on the University is larzer than it 
had ever been before. The total, as is shown by this catalogue, is 
one hundred and sevonty-seven, 

- Тһе Board of Regents, at its last meeting, unanimously elected 
Hon. Wm. L. Wilson, of Charlestown, W. Va., to the position of 


.President. Mr. Wilson has entered upon the discharge of his duties, 


and has given ontire satisfaction. | 

The Board regret to announce the death of Н. W. Brock, М. D., 
Professor of Anatomy, Physiology and Hygiene. At the time of his 
death Dr. Brock was a member of the Board of Regents for the Tenth 
Senatorial District, and also Secretary of the Board. In his death 
the Faculty bas lost an earnest and efficient worker, the Board a 
faithful and wise counselor, and the University a devoted friend. 

The Board at its last meeting clected as the successor of Dr. Brock, 
B. W. Allen, M. D., of the city of Wheeling,.a gentleman of eminent 
ability and ripe experience both as a physician and teacher. Dr. 
Allen entered upon the discharge of the duties ot his chair at the be- 
ginning of the scholastic year of 1882-3. 
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On account of the pressing demand for more thorough work in the 
schools of law and medicine, the Board at its last session required 
the studies and lectures in these schools to be continued throughout 
the collegiate year. 

The Board has likewise thonght it best to abolish the curriculum 
and adopt the plan ofa university proper, and this plan is, during 
the present session, in a successful working condition.

j The present scholactic year has opened under the most flattering 
auspices. One hundred and thirty-eight students have entered the 
University since the beginning of the term in September last. This 
is a larger number tban bas éver been present during the fall term 
of any year since the foundation of the institution, thus showing the 
gradual increasing popularity of tho University. 
The Board of Regents very much regret that because of the lack 
of funds, they have not been able to placo the University in the ad- 
- vanced position which the progress of the age demands. They bo- 
lieve, that in the rapid development of science aud the mechanic arts— 
in tho effort to secure the economy of force and the utility of labor,— 
West Virginia should be content with no secondary position. We 
therefore ask tho Legislature to place at the disposal of the Board 
such funds as may be necessary to secure these objects; and in this 
connection, the earnest attention of your Excellency and the Legis- 
lature are called to the accompanying communications of President 
Wilson in regard to the needs of the University. The earnest pur- 
pose and eminent ability which he brings to the chief executive office 
of the University, should commend his suggestions and recommend- 
ations to the most favorable consideration.

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PRESIDENTS REPORT 1880-81. s 


To the Honorable, the Board of Regents of the West Virginia University : 


GENTLEMEN :—As acting President, I have the honor to submit to 
you the annual report for the year 1880-81 : 

It will be observed from the catalogue, (a сору of which accom? 
panies this roport as a part of the same) that the year just closing 
has been one of unusual prosperity. There have been enrolled in the 
various departments, one hundred and sixty-two students,—the 
greatest number, with a single exception, ever attained in the history 
of the University. It is also gratifying.to know that twenty-eight 


counties of the State are represented in the school—a number greater, 


it is believed, than ever before. 

In good deportment, manly bearing and devotion to study, the 
students now in attendance compare favorably with any of their pre- 
deccssors. 

Asa part of this report, I submit reports from the several Profes- 
sors relative to the departments over which they rospectively pre- 
sido. Special attention is called to the suggestions therein contained. 

The unprecedented growth of tho Preparatory Department is 
worthy of particular mention. The thorough, conscientious work done 
by Prof. Lorontz and his assistants, is deservedly becoming more and 
more popular. No less than ninety-six students have been enrolled 
during the year. The number during the Spring Term is larger than 
at any previous time. I fully concur in the statement of tho princi- 
pal, that if this attendance shall be sustained, the coming yoar will de- 
mand some addition to the teaching force of this departmoet. 

I likewise concur in the request of Prof. Berkeley, that his lecture- 
room be furnished with latin and greek lexicons, also in that of 
Prof. White for a horizon glass and wall charts. The Department 
of Chemistry and Physics is also in great noed. I heartily approve 
of Prof. Latham’s reyuests in this matter, as also of bis suggestion, 
that an oxtra-curriculum chemistry course be authorized, provided 
this arrangement shall not in any way, interfore with the studies of 
other chairs as already placed in the curriculum. . 

Prof. White's desire to be relieved of tho studies in astronomy and 
mechanics seems to me to be eminently natural and proper. I am suro, 
morever, that а re-arrangoment of these studies can be so effected as 
to save the University several hundred dollars annually. There aro 
other considerations that seem to render action in this matter both 
important and urgent. 

The Military Department of the University is in a vory healthy 
and prosperous condition. Great credit is due to Major Lee for the 
earnest, wise and successful manner in which he has discharged the 
difficult duties imposod upon him at the last annual meeting of tho 
Board. Without detracting from other interests, he has added much 
to the spirit and efficiency of the corps of cadets. This department, 
however, is in great need sf artillery, ammunition, swords, sabres, 


~ 
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&c., for the procuring of which I most respectfully but earnestly ask 
you to make provision. 

Dr. Brock earnestly desires you to take some steps looking to the 
enlargement of the Medical Dopartment, and the conferring of 
Medical degrees at the University. In view of the recent action of 
the Legislature, concerning the practice of medicine in West Vir- 
ginia, and of the increasing demand for the highest medical culture 
at the University, and of the prospect that arrangements can be 
made for meeting this demand at comparative little additional cost, 
it does scem to be wise to make an effort in this direction at once. 
I am very sure that the power to confer the degree of Doctor of 
in Medicine would greatly increase the patronage of the University. 

The Library bas received some donations during the year. Very 
little has been done by way of purchasing books. We have over 
seven hundred dollars now on hand for that purpose, but have defer- 
red investing it until the summer vacation, when relief from the 
pressing duties of the lecturo and class room will insure a more in- 
telligent and careful selection of books than would now be possible. 

It is proper, perhaps, to make official mention of the good effects 
ot admitting Ministerial students to the University free. The wis- 
dom of this action on the part of the Board of -Regents has been 
fully demonstrated by the introduction of some twelve or fifteen of 
these students, whose prescence at the University is noticeably bene- 
ficial in all that is good and worthy of imitation. These results are 
specially gratifying to all who believe in the moral nature of man, 
and value character above culture. i 

Messrs. Thos. E. Hodges, Wm. M. Hyland, and Howard N. Ogden, 
having satisfactorily completed tho studies of the Literary Depart- 
ment of the University, are by vote of the Faculty recommended t 
receive the Degree of Bachelor of Arts at your hands, K 

The Faculty also recommend that the Master's degree be conferred 
upon the surviving members of the class of 1878, viz: Alston G. 
Dayton, James M. Lee, Benjamin S. Morgan, Enoch J. Marsh, and 
Daniel Rich. I 

Alpheus F. Courtney, a member of this class, has recently passed 
away from the activities of this world, but he leaves behind him the 
enduring fragrance of a fair name and a noble life.

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT 1881-2. 


To the Honorable Board of Regents of West Viginia University : 


GENTLEMEN—-I have the honor to submit to you my second annual 
report as Acting President of the University. 

The year 1881-2 has been one of unparallel prosperity to the Uni- 
versity. By reference to the catalogue (a copy of which, marked 
“Collateral A,” is herewith submitted as a part of this report) it will 
be seen that the number of students enrolled (177) is greater than 
that ever obtained in the history of the University hitherto; that the 
higher classes are filling up; and that thirty counties of the State—a 
larger number than heretofore, are represented in the enrollment. 
The moral tone of the school is good, the industry, ambition and en- 
thusiasm of the students are greater than ever before, and the work 
in general is harmonious and satisfactory. From a personal ac- 
quaintance with the University from the beginning, I can safely say 
that its condition and prospects were never better than at present. 

Your attention is called to the accompanying report (marked Col- 
lateral B") presented by Major J. M. Lee, Commandant of Cadets, 
and your favorable consideration of the recommendations therein 
contained is respectfully solicited. 

It is with great sorrow that I announce to you the death of Prof. 
Hugh W. Brock, M. D., which took place April 24, 1882. 

The vacancy thus occasioned has been temporarily filled by the 
appointment of L. S. Brock, M. D., a brother of the deceased, as act- 
ing professor of anatomy, physiology and hygiene. Dr. Brock has 
discharged the duties thus unexpectedly imposed upon him, with 
marked ability and success. Permit me most respectfully and earn- 
estly to recommend that he be continued in this position, for which 
he has already developed peculiar fitness. His report (marked “Со!- 
lateral C') is herewith submitted. 

Since my last report, the Library of the University bas been in- 
creased by the purchase of more than six hundred volumes—most of 
them of great value. The Library Hall is becoming inadequate for 
the books as now arranged. The catalogue of books made some years 
ago, 18 very incomplete and almost entirely valueless, In view of 
these facts, the librarian earnestly requests that beeks be entirely re- 
arranged, re-shelved and re-catalogued, in such a way as to make re- 
ference to any book convenient and possible atany time. This work 
can be done for a small sum, aud it is very desirable that provision 
for it be made atnoce if possible. ~ 

The attention of the Board is respectfully called to Rules 5 and 6 
on page 20 of Rules and Regulations governing the Corps of Cadets. 
Individual Regents have not been aniform in their action respecting 
these laws, and some embarrassment has arisen therefrom. It seems 
desirable that these provisions be observod or repealed. There are 
other laws that have practically become inoperative, and still others

that need modification or interpretation. In view of these facts, you 
are requested to take steps looking to the immediate revision of the 
Rules and Regulations. | 

Your attention is also most earnestly called to the importance of 
electing a President during the present session of the Board. 

It will be remombered that one year ago, Prot. White was relieved 
of one-third of his work. This action and the absonco of a President, 
have thrown upon me an unreasonable and well nigh insupportable 
burden, have over-taxed other Professors, and have necessitated the 
neglect of some regular work. It bas been my constant endeavor to 
discharge the duties imposed upon me, in tho best manner possible 
under the cicumstances; and it would scarcely seem just either to 
myself or to the University, to delay any longer that relief from con- 
stant executive duties which is so much needed and desired. 

Tho Faculty of the University has placed in my hands a copy of 
resolutions recently passed by unanimous vote, respectfully asking 
you to consider the propriety of making certain changes concerning 
the curriculum, the Executive Committee and the salaries and pay- 
ment of teachers. Ав the document is too long to be embodied in 
this report, and as it needs some explanation, you are requested to 
permit its presentation personally, eithor by your honorable body, or 
to a committee thereof, appointed for that purpose. 

Messrs. Thomas R. Boyd, Zalmon K. Brown, David H. Courtney, 
Theophilus E. Hodges, Elias D. Jeffries, George C. Lewis and James 
H. Stewart, having satisfactorily completed the studies of the Lit- 
・ erary Department of the University, are, by vote of the Faculty, 
recommended to receive the degree of Bachelor of Arts at your 
hands. 

Messrs. Arthur L. Cox and James Н. Lawhead having likewise 
completed the studies of the Scientific Department, are, by similar 
vote, recommended to receive the degree of Bachelor of Science. 

The Faculty also recommend for the Master’s degree: Messrs. 
George D. Purinton, William A. Rogers and Spencer S. Wade, the 
members of the Class of 1879. 

The Faculty further recommend, that the following Honorary De. 
grecs be conferred: That of Doctor of Laws upon Hon. Daniel B. 
Lucas, of Charlestown, West Virginia, that of Doctor of Divinity 
upon Rev. J. R. Thompson. of Jersey City, and upon Rev. J. W. 
Carter, of Parkersburg, W. Va.

SIR : 

Your letter of 23d ult. reached Morgantown during my absence for 
the holidays. I avail myself of my first leisure, since my return, to 
comply with your request for such "suggestions and recommenda- 


tions as І may deem necessary to secure the successful prosperity and 


advancement ef the University," confining my answer, at present, to 
such matters as should be brought to the attention of the Legislature, 
and not including those within the discretion and power of the Board 
of Regents. 


PERSONAL ALLUSION. 


And as this is my first official communication to the Regents, since 
assuming the Presidency of the University, to which I was called by 
their unexpected action last June, I may be indulged in some allu- 
sions of u personal nature. My decision to accept the position was 
reached, only after long and anxious deliberation, and then, not so 
much from a sense of its dignity and honor, which I fully appreciated 

, 
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as from a belief that it offered an opportunity of doing the State а 
substantial service which it was almost a duty to undertake. That 
service, as it appeared to me, was twofold: viz. to aid in getting the 
school adopted and supported with some heartiness and pride by the 
people of the entire State, and to contribute toward making it a Uni- 
versity, in reality as well as in name. I was fully aware that these 
were tasks of magnitude and difficulty, and that the first condition of 
their successful accomplishment was such thorough and intimate 
knowledge of the needs of the institution, and of the work it is called 
upon to perform, as could bo gathered only from actual experience in 
its conduct. With such views, and with no preconceived theories be- 
yond an ambition to make the University as widely useful as possible 
in the State,—I entered as quietly as I could upon iy duties, scru- 
pulously avoiding suggestions of change until this experience should 
be acquired, and endeavoring to carry out, with the least possible con- 
fusion, tho changes made by the Regents in the organization of stud- 
ies, in a way to secure, as early as practicable, those results of a more 
thorough scholarship, and a wider range of instruction, which were 
their commendable object. 

My sudden and unexpected call into another field of public service, 
within a fortnight after the beginning of our session, has removed 
from me the prospect of any great personal share in the work sug- 
gested, but has, in no degree, lessened my appreciation of its neces- 
sity, or my interest in its early accomplishment. And thus, while I 
speak after several months’ observation and experience of the work 
and necessities of the University, І am able to do so without other 
personal interest than that of a citizen of the State, keenly desirous 
of her advancement in all things that make for ber prosperity and 
good name. 


NEED OF A UNIVERSITY. 


I am sure every intelligent citizen of the State must earnestly 
desire to see our chief State school successful and prosperous, a semi- 
nary of high grade, affording to our young men the same means of 
and opportunities for thorough education, classical, scientific and pro- 
fessional, that are enjoyed by the youths of other States. 

And when we recall the lack of such institutions in this State,—there 
being as I believe but one other college in its limits,—and reflect that 
if we depend upon the colleges of other sections to educate our young 
men, ап inconsiderable number will attain the benefits ot liberal cul- 
ture, and we shall altogother miss that sentimentof State pride, which 
is во great and honorable an element of strength in other States, but 
which for many reasons, chiefly inherent in her physical structure, 
bas, as yet, but à weak devolopment in West Virginia, we see how 
strongly our necessities, our duties, and our pride are involved in this 
matter. 

Moreover there are obvious and imperious reasons why such an in- 
stitution in this State, while gladly and anxiously seeking light from 
the experience of all others, must yet be, carefully and conscienti- 
ously, adapted to the actual and present needs of our youth. In but 
a few sections of the State are there at present schools, either publie 
or private, of high grade, in which young men can be fully prepared 
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for college. Our University must therefore meet our young men at 
that stage of preparation which they are able to attain in their res- 
pective counties, and carry them forward to a good collegiate educa- 
tion. In other words, however high we may seek to raise the stan- 
dard of graduation or of attainable instruction, there cannot be, for 
some time to come, any elevation of the standard of admission; and 
it is one of the striking advantages of tho distribution, lately made, 
of its studies into separate Schools, that each School can begin with 
the rudiments, and go forward in natural progress to the highest 
stages of scholarship. 


PRESENT ORGANIZATION. 


Under this re-organization of the studies made by the Regents last 
June, at the unanimous request, as Ilearn, of the Faculty, the in- 
struction of the University is now comprized in ten schools, viz. : 

I. Metaphysics. 2^ 
IL. Mathematics. 
III. Ancient Languages. 
IV. Modern Languages. 
V. English. ; 
VI History. 
VII. Geology and Natural History. 
VIII. Agriculture, Chemistry and Physics. 
IK. Law and Equity. 
X, Anatomy, Physiology and Hygiene. 

Each school 18 in charge of a professor, and there are also two 
instructors in preparatory studies, and military tactics. 

Although this change has necessarily produced some disorganiza- 
tion the present session, and evoked some criticism both intelligent 
and unintelligent,—I have no doubt that if faithfully carried out, it 
will increase the usefalness of the institution, and, as it becomes 
known, draw attendance from a much wider area, in the State, than 
has heretofore been possible. 

It will thus be seen that this scheme contemplates and provides a 
wider range of instruction, and greater advantages than it bas hith- 
erto been possible to offer to students, and it gives me pleasure to 
testify to the general zeal and ability of the heads of the several 
Schools, and associate instructors. But there are still certain urgent 
needs and deficiencies of the University, which prevent its attaining 
the desired measure of usefulness, and binder the, full development 
of its present facilities, and, in compliance with your invitation, I now 
proceed to suggest what I conceive to be its immediate necessities. 


MORE TEACEHRS. 


And first of all, and beyond all, there should be an increase in its 
corps of teachers. With its present force, it cannot possibly do the 
work it ought to do, which it is called upon to do, and which it prom- 
ises to do, and its deficiency is in those very departments where tho 
demands of modern culture aud the needs of our own State aro most 
exacting. In the whole field of the physical sciences there are but 
two instructors, to one of whom are assigned Agriculture, Chemistry 
&nd Physics, any one of which might engross the labors of an in- 
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structor; and to the other Geology and other branches of Natural His- 
tory. This bare statement shows our deficiency in this great and 
widening domain, where so large a part of liberal education is now 
sought, and so much of useful and immediately available education is 
is found. No ability on the part of the instructors employed can 
supply the deficiency, and there should be two professors added to this 
department, before we can offer those advantages for the study of the 
sciences Which our young men ought to enjoy and which they find 
in the better equipped colleges of contiguous States. Equally urgent 
is the need of a professor of Applied Mathematics to give instruction 
in Astronomy,Mechanics,and especially in Civil Engineering, includ- 
ing Railroad building, Bridge construction and like subjects, and in 
mining engineering. Some of these subjects are taught as far as 
practicable, by the professor of mathematics, but it is evident he can 
spare but little time from his regular chair for them. 

By our lack of instruction in these particulars, we are withholding 
the very education the young men of this State need,to coustruct her 
railroads, develope her mines, her mineral wealth and her agricul- 
tural resources, and we are not carrying out the intention of the 
land-grant of the United States, from which this school derives its en- 
dowment, and which was given for “the support and maintenance of 
at least one college, where the leading object shall be, without exelud- 
ing other scientific and classical studies; and including military tac- 
ties, to teach sueh branches of learning as are related to agriculture and 
the mechanic arts.” 

PROFESSIONAL SCHOOLS. 


Again, the effort made by the Regents, somewhat as an experi- 
ment, to establish professional schools, has shown the need of them, 
and the certainty of their success if placed on a permanent and suffi- 
cient basis. The law school, in which lectures are now given through 
the entire session, has but one professor, whose industry is strained 
to cover the wide field committed to him. As the beginning of a 
Medical School the Regents established a chair of Anatomy, Physiolo- 
gy and Hygiene, in which systematic instruction is given with ample 
practice in the dissection of subjects. This School, continuing through 
the entire session, forms a nucleus around which, acomplete medical 
department may be established by including the School of Chemistry, 
and with the addition of but two more professors. 


THESE ARE PRESSING NEEDS, 


I have thus indicated what I think are the pressing needs of the 
University. І might easily add other professórships, but those above 
suggested, especially in the sciences and applied mathematics, are in- 
dispensable. I freely recognize that a great school becomes such by 
steady and long continued growth, and that in the poverty of our 
State, we must seek large results from the least possible expenditure. 
West Virginia cannot vie with older and wealthier States in appro- 
priations for her School; still less, however, can she afford in her pov- 
erty, and because of her poverty, to deny to her young men the means 
of culture which others enjoy, or to provide them in any stinted and 
imperfect measure. 

Massive buildings, ornamental grounds, great libraries and labora- 
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tories, and other expensive apparatus of instruction, have but limited 
educational value apart from the living teachers, able, earnest and 
enthusiastic. If we do not aim to possess the former as yet, we can 
with moderate additional outlay provide the latter, and having them, 
we may be sure that our young men will lack neither the substance 
nor the power of real education, nor suffer in contrast with those of 
other Sfates in the competitions of public or private life. 

A few thousand dollars more appropriated each year by the State, 
will enable the Regents to establish these chairs, and to fill them with 
able and progressive teachers. 


DWELLINGS FOR PROFESSORS. 


But to secure and to hold such instructors, dwelling houses must 
be provided for them. I cannot too greatly emphasize this necessity. 
Morgantown does not supply the accommodations. Its houses are 
generally occupied by their owners, and few are for rent. My own 
acceptance of the presidency threw upon me the unexpected песевві- 
ty of a severance from my family, and this severance would probably 
continue did I expect to remain another year. Other professors who 
have been here for years are: without homes, and subjected to much 
uneasiness and uncertainty in this particular. This should be reme- 
died by the immediate erection of & dozen or more inexpensive cotta- 
ges, which might be arranged in a semi-circle about the present build- 
ings, with fine effect. They would give attractiveness and stability 
to the teachers' position, and relieve from dependence on the local 
accommodations, which, in a State institution, is of obvious necessity. 


DORMITORIES. 


There is also need for some dormitories. Students now seek rooms 
among the families of the town. This bas its advantages and disad- 
vantages. The supply of accommodations is limited and must be un- 
equal. I do not advise any special change in this practice, but there 
should be some dormitories, if for no other reason to prevent the 
unavoidable loitering about the halle, in the intervals of lectures, by 
students who board at a distance from the University, and especially 
for the use of those who wish to reduce their expenses to a minimum 
by messing together. 


я DISSECTING ROOM. 


And I will add that a small building should be provided as a dis- 
secting room. The only apartment now available for this purpose is 
in the very centre of the main building, surrounded by lecture rooms. 
This is objectionable on the score of privacy as well as of health, 
and a small structure in a remote part of the grounds is a necessity. 


LIBRARY. 


I may likewise add something. as to the needs of the Library. 
The present collection of volumes, which, exclusive of public docu- 
ments, numbers more than three thousand, has been selected with 
much intelligence aud discrimination, ‘and contains few valuless or 
merely antiquarian books; but they are piled on very high shelves, 
in а room too small for conveniences of study or investigation. A

large room with easily accessible shelves and alcoves, and suitably 
furnished and adorned, would invite donations of books and works 
of art, and eventually secure a valuable library. I am particularly 
anxious to see good collections on American history, political, eco- 
nomical and literary; also on general constitutional law and political 
economy inits widest sense. A library building, fire proof, need not 
cost over $10,000.00, and would supply two additional lecture rooms. 

But while I state this, under the invitation of your letter, as one 
of the actual and marked needs of the University, I do not suggest 
any immediate action of the State in this direction. That the Legis- 
lature should at once and without hesitation, provide the means for 
enlarging the teaching force of the University in the fields above 
mentioned, I am most strongly convinced; and that some means 
should be provided for supplying the needed buildings in the way of 
dwelling houses, dormitories and dissecting room, is no less apparent. 


PRIVATE EMDOWMENT. 


І have not thought it necessary to allude to the example of other 
States, or to the great results reaped by them from liberality in found- 
ing and sustaining such institutions as this aims to be. Public liber- 
ality has in turn stimulated and quickened private munificence. 

In the past few years a constant stream of benefactions bas poured 
into the treasuries of other schools, and although no rivulet has yet 
reached the West Virginia University, the time cannot be distant 
when it, too, must share in this liberality. I had hoped that some of 
the very needs above indicated, especially the Library Building and 
the Cottages, might be provided by patriotic citizens, anxious to con- 
nect their names with the growth and history of their State’s highest 
institution of learning. While admitting her present poverty, the 
State can justly look forward to the day not very remote when her 
resources are to make her surpassingly rich. It may be that to day 
she is, in many sections but “а rough wild land whose crops are men;" 
but in the next generation her mineral stores, her wealth of timber 
and her agricultural riches will be coined by intelligence and enter- 
prise into current money. And ір tho proportion that her Univer- 
sity has contributed to this result, by equipping her young men with 
the knowledge and skill and power necessary for this development, 
will it ensure their success and reeeive the grateful return of gener- 
ous benefaction and ever expanding endowment. 

I have thus stated what I conceive to be immediately essential “ to 
secure the successful advancement and prosperity of the University,” 
and to assure a full return from the considerable amount already ex- 
pended. It is neither economy nor wisdom to spend as much as we 
do, without the slight inerease, which would make that expenditure 
so much more productive. Supply these deficiencies and we shall 
have. a good school for the present, and a foundation on which a great 
State seminary may, in time, be erected. We have by solemn legal 
enactment declared ita University. Necessity and duty alike re- 
quire that we should maintain it as such. On no other condition can 
we honestly urge our young men to attend it, or to prefer its ad- 
vantages to those of like institutions elsewhere. No school, and least 
of all a State school, can, in my opinion, without dangerous approach 
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to crime, bold out any promises to young men which it is not able to 
fulfill with the most exacting good faith. 

Ifour Legislators and men of wealth could see the young men now 
gathered here, and who are but a few, compared with those who 
would, under better conditions, come from all parts of the State, there 
would be no hesitation in the supply of all present necessities. No 
where else in the country will small, expenditures produce so large 
resulte. To myself personally it has been a constant and genuine 
pleasure to see so many of the students rising above early disadvan- 
tages and striving by their own unaided efforts to secure education. 

Such manly persistence i8 a good augury for themselves and for 
their State, and they enter upon life with success half won in the self 
reliance and power acquired by combat with and triumph over diff- 
culties to which most youths succumb. 


STATE UNIVERSITY. 


In conclusion I would say that it is of the last importance for a 
State University to attain a position, where it will be regarded not 
from the stand-point of locality or section, party or sect, but only 
Lu that of citizenship of the State. If it rightfully exists, it exists 
for all. 

Its teachers should be invariably selected on the sole ground of 
fitness for their respective chairs, united, of course, with exemplary 
character. Thus none will be discriminated for. but the competent 
and the moral, and none can be discriminated against but the in- 
competent and the immoral. And it should receive and welcome to 
its privileges the youth of the entire State, with tbat equal and 
genuine hospitality which decisively precludes any favor or disfavor, 
on the score of sect or party or section, or indeed any reference 
thereto. Such references can bave no natural or proper connection 
with its exercises or instruction, nor ever occur but with deliberate 
and insidious purpose. A State school does not exist to imbue young 
men with the tenets of party or sect, but only to provide, 
for all that honest and robust culture that will prepare them to 
deal with these important and delicate subjects, with inde- 
pendence of thought and integrity of purpose. Impressed with these 
Opinions, and having frequently expressed them, I may be permitted 
to add that my return, even temporarily, tothe University, after the 
congressional campaign into which [ was so suddenly precipitated, 
was due to what seemed its necessities of instruction, and to the kind- 
ly and voluntary urgency of those whose views 1 supposed fairly rep- 
resentative of conflicting opinion in the State. If there was error in 
this, I brust it will be visited in censure upon myself, and not in de- 
triment to the University. Such censure I will bear as the necessa- 
ry consequence of a mistake of judgment, but with the consciousness 
that I have too high a sense of the trust committed to me, ever to 
pervert it, in any way meriting the moral displeasure of any citizen of 
the State.
